Canada's Wheat Deal With Com­ 
munist Chinese Imperils thous­ 
ands of Jobs in the U. S. 
Washington, D. C :—Few real­ 
ize it, but tens of thousands of 
U. S. citizens m ay lo e their 
daily bread and find it tough 
to get new jobs becam e Can­ 
ada is selling wheat to Com­ 
munist China. 
Those in the know, especial­ 
ly in New England and in our 
southland, are worried by sec­ 
ret deals the Ottawa govern - 
ment made with Peking. T h e 
Chinese Communists are tough, 
shrewd bargainers. When they 
agreed to buy wheat north 
f 
the border, they dem anded that 
they oe perm itted to s< .1 G 
m unist g«xxis in Canada. The 
Canadian government agreed to 
open its ports. 
In cam e a flood of Peking’s 
g'>jcu — especially textile^. Out 
of jobs went 1,000 textile work­ 
ers whose employers were hit 
hard by the unbelievably 
low 
cost m aterials from Mao’s m ain­ 
land. Hundreds 
ol 
additional 
Canadian textile and cloth i n g 
workers are continuing to lose 
their jobs regularly because of 
this eompetitition. 
The Chinese Communists can 
undercut the vcorld on prices. 
There is just no wage sy -te n 
as we know it, in tne “ Peo­ 
ple’s Republic of China.” When 
I was in Hong Hong 18 months 
ago, for example, 1 learned of 
a proposed Export Commodities, 
Fair which Peking planned to 
hold in Caton. Prices on tne 
schedules me ant nothing when 
die fair opened last May. In the 
Chinese Communist departm ent 
store in Hong Kong for exam ­ 
ple. you can get Red good for 
an even low**r price than in tne 
cut-rate stores on the colony’s 
Nathan Road. 
Following a sim ilar price po­ 
licy in Canada, the Peking ex­ 
port trusts will be perm itted to 
undersell the textile and cloth­ 
ing m anufacturers there. True, 
it is just the beginning. But it 
is 
a 
sbstantial beginning. 
Ln 
1962, the Canadians perm itted 
the mainland to sell them about 
$1,3 million worth of goods. Last 
year this quota was raised to 
some $7 million. Soon the Pek­ 
ing governm ent will be aole to 
sell as much as the Japanese do 
in the Dominion. That wou 1 d 
bring the figure up to 14 or 
15 million dollars. 
And the figures will soar far 
in ,'her. There is evidence of ev- 
er-skyro' keting Communist sal­ 
es. The Canadian quota on Chin­ 
ese 'Peking) handkerchiefs, for 
example, was 3,200

After the wheat deal the new 
quota was fixed at 450,000 doz­

The old quota

This trend applies 
to trousers ana undergarment* 
m the textile fit id a * well as to 
-uch items as sewing machines, 
plywood, hair brushes and siik#. 
The Communists overlooked no­ 
thing. Hie Canadian Ministry of 
Trade told some textile people 
agreem ent 
would 
call for the 
wheat to be shipped in Cana­ 
dian bags. After the deal be­ 
ta:, e public, tins clause was eli­ 
minated. Now the Chinese a r e 
supplying the bags. 
Spokesmen for the P n m ar y 
Textile Institute of Canada have 
charged that thier industry has 
been m aae “ the goat,” 
and 
that their business is being chop- 
i ed away. 
Word from the Textile Work­ 
ers Union 
Canadian Canadian 
Director J. Harold Daoust is that 
textiles w ill be “one of the princ­ 
ipal exports which China wiJl 
send to Canada to help pay for 
wheat.” Since even the m eagre 
imports reported here have cost 
the textile workers some 1.500 
-obs and the m anufacturers con­ 
siderable profit, labor and in­ 
dustry leaders 
are 
distrubed. 
This has hit the industry hard 
a-» it is already a small field em ­ 
ploying only 76,000 people. 
How can all this afiect the 
U. ST 
Textile experts point out that 
the Canadian industry 
is 
too 
.miail to satisfy more than 60 
per cent of the country’s needs. 
So Canada has been one of the 
world’s biggest “net” im porters 
of textiles and clothing. Aknc 
half of these imports are from 
the U. S. Our textile field al­ 
ready is hard hit. Not too long 
ago it employed 1.250,0U0 ner* 
on s. Now the payrolls are down 
to 875,000 in the basic textile 
industry. 
The U. S. ladies’ and m en’s 
garm ent field is not as flourish­ 
ing as it once was. These busi­ 
nesses depend considerably on 
exports to Canada to offset com­ 
petition 
from 
Taiwan, 
Hong 
Kong. Japan and the Philippines. 
If the Chinese Communists, 
with their com munal production 
system and subsistence wa g e 
levels, which freqnently operate 
without even a currency' ex - 
change, bump us out 
of 
the 
Canadian m arket 
our 
textile 
centers will be affected. 
There apparently is nothing 
the U. S. can do. Canada is a 
sensitive, sovereign — and now 
antagonistic — nation. 
It can 
sell wheat to Communist China 
just as Britain can sell buses 
to Cuba. 
But those in our own Stale 
Dept, who are itching to open 
trade with Peking, should now 
know that an open port it a 
two way street, if I can 
my metaphors.

Remove Tax H arriers 
“ A stimulus to consumption 
can help raise gross national 
product only in the short run.” 
said the committee. “ For the 
longer run, growth of consump­ 
tion depends on expansion of 
productive capacity.’* 
Accordingly, 
the 
committee 
recommendations were designed 
generally to remove toe tax bar­ 
riers to investment, especially 
the excessive rates of both the 
individual and corporate income 
taxes. 
The present tax system is also 
a handicap to American business 
seeking to compete with foreign 
companies that frequently bene­ 
fit from special tax inducements 
to install cost-reducing equip­ 
ment, said toe Committee.
